B oth the h u n ters and the deer 
seemed scarce in Adams county hills 
during th e first week of th e hunting 
season. G am e Protector Leo B ush­ 
m an reported today, although he 
added th a t he expected th e num ber 
of h u n ters searching for deer to 
increase today. 
R eports reaching him indicate th a t 
more th a n IOO doe were killed d u r­ 
ing th e first two days of the season, 
the gam e protector said, while “not 
m ore th a n 15" bucks were killed 
during th e first th ree days of the 
buck season. 
A large num ber of deer, possibly 
better th a n a dozen, were killed 
practically in the outskirts of G et­ 
tysburg, in the area n ear R ound 
Top, out tow ards G reenm ount and 
around th e B ushm an farm 
Many Found In Wood* 
Two deer were hit by cars. one on 
the C ham bersburg pike a short dis- 
tenee out of town and the other 
on the B altim ore pike about two 
miles south of here. T he doe struck 
on the C ham bersburg road by a 
M cSherrystow n driver was turned 
I over to the gam e protector, while 
th e B altim ore road doe was killed 
and left to die w ithout anyone re ­ 
porting th a t he had struck th e a n i­ 
mal. 
In addition to the two killed by 
i autom obiles. II were found in the 
| woods during the first week, includ­ 
ing one ten -p o in t buck, a six-point 
buck, one fo u r-p o in t buck and a 
num ber of spike bucks. O ne doe 
and one spike buck have been found 
j shot in th e woods so far during Hie 
buck season. 
G am e P rotector B ushm an so far 
has turned over th ree of th e deer to 
H offm an orphanage, th ree to P a ra ­ 
dise, two to th e county hom e and 
one each to th e Adams county jail.

They tell me that one owner of a 
new car stopped for an oil change 
on a tour and then had a most dif­ 
ficult time getting started. Back

the already filled engine crankcase, 
I'm not sure that this isn’t just a 
yarn but it does illustrate the point 
that an inexperienced lubrication 
man could drain the wrong unit, re­ 
sulting in ruination of tile autom atic 
transmission. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking 
"This is the time of year when 
slow warm-ups get on any driver's 
nerves and make any motor a lim p­ 
ing Lena. If it Is known that there 
is no condensation on the exposed 
ignition parts the chances are that 
then are heavy deposits of carbon 
on the heat riser cf the manifold. 
*What happens here is th at the car­ 
bon acts as an insulation. The in ­ 
going gases then do not receive suf­ 
ficient pre-heating and the motor 
just doesn’t behave itself. This sort 
of thing occurs mostly where cars 
are driven short distances around 
town and where Hie engine doesn't 
operate warm enough to run ef­ 
ficiently.”

Let’s Get Acquainted 
One thing m any m otorists are 
learning is th a t it takes some time 
to get fully acquainted with cars 
Even after using a Job for ten years 
or more, something new is likely to 
bt* found under the hood. I

I always surprised at the num ber of 
j people w ith overdrive who do not 
know about the kick-down switch 
for getting into underdrive. And 
J just the other day I talked with an 
I owner who was having quite a time 
finding the m otor therm ostat. I sur­ 
prised him by explaining th a t there 
is no conventional therm ostat on 
the engine of his car, merely a stat 
to control radiator shutters which 
, are concealed by the grille.
